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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification fails to teach the xanthan, starch and PAC 
of claim 5. 

2. The use of the trademarks has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

The specification contains numerous trademarks without definition of the nature 

of the Trademarks. The nature of the invention and what constitutes the examples are 
not clear in scope, since such are totally defined by Trademark names. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The specification as filed fails to teach polyanionic cellulose as 
being claimed in claim 5. 

5. Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for diesel and hydrogenated naptha, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for aliphatic hydrocarbon as being claimed. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make/and or use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. The present claims are broader in scope than that which is 
disclosed by applicant's specification. The specification is limited to diesel and 
hydrogenated naphta as hydrocarbon solvents. Furthermore, the prior art is not replete 
with examples of the current formulation which would lead one of ordinary skill in the art 
to the aliphatic hydrocarbons being claimed. One of ordinary skill in the art would 
require undue experimentation to determine which aliphatic hydrocarbons would be 
useful in the present invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a and e) as being anticipated 
Weaver (6488091). 

Weaver teaches a composition which can comprise a polysaccharide and diesel 
in amounts within the scope of the present invention (see column 8, lines 19-32 and 
column 6, lines 18-25). An enzyme breaker can be used at a level of up to 1% (column 
9, lines 15-31). The present invention is thus anticipated by Weaver 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mondshine (4619776). 

Mondshine teaches a well treating fluid which comprises a polysaccharide and 
diesel in amounts within the present invention (see example 8). Mondshine teaches 
that breaker enzymes may be added to the fluid (column 9, lines 50-61). Mondshine 
differs from the present invention in that a specific amount of the enzyme breaker is not 
disclosed. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to utilize varying 
concentrations of enzyme breaker in the invention of Mondshine, in order to regulate the 
speed of breaking of the composition therein. 

10. Applicants argements have been considered but are not deemed fully 
persuasive. Applicant's specification only teaches various Trademark names without 
disclosing what is included in the specified trademarks. Applicant must disclose the 
nature of the compositions of the Trademarks in order to provide support for the claimed 
compounds. Whether something is previously denoted by a Trademark previously is 
immaterial, since the nature of what is sold under the Trademark may change over time. 
Absent specific definition of the components of the Trademarks within the specification 
the rejections and objections are maintained. New prior art rejections are presented in 
view of applicant's amendent.
